Department of Justice Asks 
for Records of Senate In- 
quiry Into New York 
Bank’s Affairs.

— The 
Department of Justice has asked 
for copies of the testimony given 
recently before a Senate Banking 
subcommittee in its Insull and Na- 
tional City Bank investigations to 
ascertain whether court aétion is 
warranted. 

In a formal announcement the 
Department said this testimony 
will be examined to ascertain if 
there is anything in it which may 
be of use in connection with grand 
jury proceedings now under way 
in Federal courts, or whether it 
discloses violations of National 
Banking laws, Federal Income Tax 
laws, or any other Federal statutes.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Hugh 
B. Baker, the soft-voiced president 
of the National City Co., the invest- 
ment affiliate of the Nationd! City 
Bank of New York, testified at the

|$776,000 as his cut in the company’s 
“management fund” during the 
years 1927, 1928 and the first half 
of 1929. This compensation was in 
addition to his salary of $25,000 a 
year. 

The hearing today was a dis- 
jointed affair with Senators Couz- 
ens, Brookhart and Reynolds inter- 
rupting the stock market inquiry to 
ascertain the views of Charles E.

Couzens’ Outspoken Comment. 

“When you business men say that

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24. — The 
Houge today overrode its Judiciary 
Committee and voted the impeach- 
ment of United States District 
Judge Louderback of California for 
“misdemeanors in office.” 

The vote was 183 to 142. 

The Judiciary Committee had 
voted. 10 to 5, that the evidence 
did not warrant impeachment pro- 
ceedings, but the majority agreed 
to censure the Judge “for conduct 
prejudicial to the dignity of the 
judiciary in appointing incompetent 
receivers.” 

. The case now goes to the Senate 
for trial; where a two-thirds vote 
is needed to convict. Action there 
before March 4 is unlikely. Sena- 
tor Ashurst of Arizona, a  high- 
ranking member of the Judiciary 
committee, said it would be impos- 
sible for the Senate to act so soon. 
The Probable Procedure. 

The procedure probably will be 
for the Senate, when formally ad- 
vised of the House action,‘to set a 
date for trial. The date fixed, he 
said could be after March 4 and 
during the extraordinary session of 
the Senate customarily called to 
pass on appointments of an incom- 
ing President. 

There are five impeachment ar- 
ticles on which the House will make 
its case before the Senate after 
managers are appointed. The. first 
four deal with specific receiver- 
ship cases. The last, of general na- 
ture, said the jurist’s action on the 
bench he has occupied since April, 
1928, had inspired “a widespread 
belief .... that causes were not de- 
cided in (his) court according to 
their merits but were decided with 
partiality and with prejudice and 
favor to certain individuals.” 

Judge Louderback was appointed 
to office by President Coolidge. 

“Incompetent Receivers.” 

In the more,than two hours’ de- 
bate that precedéd the vote, the 
chairman of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, representative Sumners (Dem.), 
Texas, who agreed with the rec- 
ommendation of the minority for 
Louderback’s impeachment had 
said the Judge appointed “incom- 
petent receivers,” among them “a 
man who was just a telegraph op- 
erator.” 

“Of course, he was incompetent 
and the Judge knew he was in- 
competent when he put him there,” 
Sumners said. 

“When a Federal Judge shows 
he is more interested in somebody 
getting something than in preserv- 
ing the integrity of the judiciary in 
the interests of the people, he is 
guilty of high crimes and misde- 
meanors. 

“We go back to the people every 
two years. We elect a President 
every four years. There is only 
one way we can get at this Fed- 
eral Judge—that is through you. 

“Are you going to leave on the 
bench a man can trust?” 

“Take this man off the bench 
and write a high standard for the 
Federal judiciary.”

Dr. E. S. Nichol, after more than 
an hour’s examination of Mayor 
Cermak said at 7:10 a. m. today 
the Mayor’s heart during the night 
had “showed some signs of failure 
but this was no more than to be 
' expected.” 

He amplified his statement in 
some detail and Dr: Jirka supple- 
mented this with a brief remark 
that he was unable to say that 
Mayor Cermak was better or worse 
but that there was no present con- 
cern for pneumonia. 

Cermak spent a_ restless night 
with two nurses in constant attend- 
ance, his attendants said. 

The official bulletin issued this 
morning said: 


‘Muring the night Mayor Cer- 
mak’s heart has given some evi- 
dence of failure, but this is not 
surprising considering the  pro- 
longed struggle of the past week, 
so unfortunately aggravated during 
the past three days by the intes- 
tinal complications. Although there 
is slight pulmonary congestion, this 
is due to the heart, and not to 
pneumonia in any sense. Pulse 120, 
respiration 28, temperature 98.8.” 

The physicians said afterward 
that the Mayor’s condition was by 
no means hopeless and said he still 
had a good chance to recover. 

The drop in the temperature 
reading from 99.6 to 988 at 5 a, 
m., brought encouragement to the 
doctors, as did the decline of the 
pulse from 132 to 120. 

Dr. Meyer said at 10:05 a. m. 
that a degree of lessening was 
noted in the pulmonary congestion 
in Mayor Cermak and that the pa- 
tient was “sleeping soundly just 
now.” He declared there was no 
pneumonia condition. He came 
from the sick room after a long ex- 
amination of Cermak. 

An extended quiet zone in the 
hospital wing where Mayor Cer- 
mak’s room is was ordered by Dr. 
Meyér. Chicago police officers who 
have stood guard since the Mayor 
was shot lust week were stationed 
at ends of the corridor with orders 
to preserve quiet. . 

Dr. Tice, heart specialist, said at 
10:30: 

“Mayor Cermak had a restless 
night. The colitis continues’ to 
cause discomfort and distress. The 
heart action is only fair ard at 
times is the cause of much anxiety. 
However, there is a well sustained 
circulation. The confgestion’of the 
lungs has become much less and 
has practically disappeared. 

“Comparatively, his condition is 
considered satisfactory, but he is 
not yet out of danger.” 


Dr. Meyer joined Tice in issuing 
the builetin. They are in constant 
attendance in the Mayor’s room. 

Dr. Nichol, discussing the Mayor’s 
heart condition, said that “in view 
of the established state of his heart 
muscles and the long drawn out 
battle of the past week,” the signs 
of failure during the night were 
nothing surprising.

“The report is a verdictof guilty 
againgt the misguided leaders of 
Japan who have wantonly inflicted 
so much harm upon my country,” 
Dr. Yen declared to a packed and 
excited assembly chamber. 

“It is a crushing but a fair ver- 
dict and a terrible but just indict- 
ment of Japanese militarism.” 

Anticipating Japan’s threatened 
withdrawal from the league, Dr. 
Yen said “it is truly regrettable 
that we should have come to the 
parting of the ways but, just as a 
good physician will not be loath to 
forsake an important part of his 
patient’s physique to save the pa- 
tient’s life, so the league is only 
performing its duty in delivering 
its verdict against even one of its 
important members.” 


Again States Japan’s Position. 

Announcing Japan’s rejection of 
the findings, Matsuoka repeated 
charges that chaos existed in 
China. He narratéd again the 
cases of armed interventions by 
great Western Powers in China to 
protect the lives of their own Na- 
tionals. 

“Japan insists on the mainte- 
nance and independence of Man- 
chukuo, because it believes under 
the present circumstances, this is 
the only basis for keeping peace in 
the Far East,” he declared. 

Matsuoka concluded with an 
emotional appeal. | 

“I beg the assembly to realize the 
facts and see the vision of the fu- 
ture. I earnestly beg you to deal 
with us on our terms and’ give us 
your confidence. To deny us this 
appeal will be a mistake. I ask 
you not to adopt this report,” he 
said. 

Anticipating approval of the re- 
port today by the League Assembly, 
the Japanese Cabinet had already 
decided in favor- of withdrawal 
from membership in the League. 

Official spokesmen in Tokio said 
this would mean withdrawal also

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DOUGLAS RATED AS 
COURAGEOUS FIGHTER 


Next Budget Director Was Au- 
thor of House Economy 
Resolution. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Repre- 
sentative Lewis Douglas, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s selection for Budget Di- 
rector, is 39 years old, and was au- 
thor of the House resolution creat- 
ing a special economy committee. 
Mr. Roosevelt regards him as one 
of the best posted men on economy 
and Government as well as a cour- 
ageous fighter. As Director of the 
Budget, he will be the President's 
personal handler of the nation’s 
purse strings. 

The director confers with the 
President every week during the 
year, laying before him statements 
on the condition of Federal finances 
and estimates of future expendi- 
tures and receipts. The particular 
problem facing Douglas is the Fed- 
eral deficit, which on Jan. 31 was 
$1,271,721,031. 

Douglas for six years has been 
riding a bicycle from his residence 
in Washington to his office daily. 
Besides playing golf, he has been 
the pitcher on the Democrats’ base- 
ball team which every two years 
plays the Republicans. 

Decorated for War Service. 

Douglas was elected to Congress 
in 1926, after serving in the Arizona 
House of Representatives from 1923 
to 1925, inclusive. He was born at 
Bisbee July 2, 1904, and came of 
an early pioneer family in that 
State, from which the city of Doug- 
las was named. 

Graduating from Amherst Col- 
lege in 1916, he studied geology at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy until he entered the service in 
May, 1917, short] yafter the war 
was declared. He was First Lieu- 
tenant in the Ninety-first Division 
and served on the front line in 
France, participating in the Ar- 


gonne offensive and in the drive inj. 


Flanders. Gen. John J. Pershing 
cited him for bravery in action, and 
he was decorated by the King of 
Belgium. 

After the war he became an in- 
structor in history at Amherst and 
in 1921 returned to his home at 
Phoenix, to learn the mining busi- 
ness. He began as a “mucker” and 
worked up rapidly. In addition, he 
engaged in citrus fruit growing in 
Salt River Valley, Arizona. 

Douglas married Miss Peggy 
Zinsser of Hastings-on-Hudson, N. 
Y., in 1921. They have three chil- 
dren.

pany was quoting the bank stock.

In 
a drive to get new customers, the 
salesmen, in February, 1929, were 
instructed to sell the bank stock 
at five points under the market. 
The salesmen were told in a “strict- 
ly confidential” memo that this of- 
fering was a delicate matter and 
that they should be careful not to 
antagonize their old customers .

Think- 
ing to calm him, she was prepar- 
ing coffee for him on an electric 
plate when he drew a revolver and 
shot her. He then fired a bullet 
into his chest, and was dead when 
other roomers entered the room. 

Mrs. Miles was the daughter of 
Mrs. Iva Clark, Xenia, Ill., and the 
stepdaughter of George Clark, 2855 
Lafayette avenue. Her father, Har- 
vick Adams, is dead, the stepmoth- 
er being his widow. She and Miles 
were married at Granite City last 
Dec. 1, and lived at 1967 McCaus- 
land avenue until their separation. 

Miles was the son of J. E. Miles, 
a druggist at Franklin. He was

macy in Indiana last spring, and 
was employed at the Robert E. Lee 
Hotel Pharmacy, Eighteenth and 
Pine streets.

Liquidator Begins Action 
Against Receiver of Affili- 
ated Bond & Mortgage 
Co. Also. 


Suit for $114,000 aga:nst directors 
of the closed Fidelity Bank & Trust 
Co. and the réceiver for its affiliate, 
Fidelity Bond & Mortgage Co., was 
filed in Circuit Court today by 
Hans Wulff, Special Deputy State 
Finance Commissioner, who is 


liquidating the bank. 
The suit alleges the directors, and 


the bond and mortgage company, 
at the instance of the State Finance 
Commissioner, agreed in May, 1931, 
six months béfore the bank was 
closed, to pay the bank $114,000 and 
to remove from its assets certain 
defaulted bonds and “bad paper.” 

The agreement was partly carried 
out, Wulff states, but the petition 
declares he does not know to what 
extent that was done, and therefore 
asks for judgment in the full 
amount. Isaac T. Cook, receiver 
for Fidelity Bond & Mortgage Co., 
has pending against the bank a 
claim for $84,738, which, it is al- 
leged, the Bond & Mortgage Co. 
gave to the bank within -a few 
months before it closed, as “loans 
and cash advances.” 

List of Those Sued. 

Wulff’s suit is directed against 
Cook as receiver, and the following 
directors of the bank, J. U. Men- 
teer, William Brace, A. N. Kings- 
bury, C. W. Bauer, Hupp Tevis, J. 
F. Blackburn and Fred H. Doenges. 
Menteer, chairman of the board of 
the bank and president of the bond 
and mortgage company, is under 
indictment, charged with obtaining 
money by false pretenses in a real 
estate mortgage bond deal. Brace, 
secretary of'the bond and mortgage 


company, was indicted with him,. 


but now lives in Illinois and has 
successfully resisted extradition. 

Filed with -Wulff's suit is a copy 
of the alleged agreement which 
describes the defendants as the 
owners of more than half of the 
bank’s capital stock. The agree- 
ment relates that the bank had been 
recently examined by the State 
Finance Commissioner “and excep- 
tion taken to certain assets of the 
bank.” 

For that reason, it continues, the 
Fidelity Bond and Mortgage Co. 
and the bank’s directors agreed to 
pay to the bank $76,000 within 60 
days, and to receive in return de- 
faulted bonds with a book value 
of $30,000. Within a year, the pur- 
ported agreement adds, they were 
to pay $38,000 into the bank, and 
take out other assets carried at that 
book value. 

No Dividend So Far. 

The bank at 1132 Washington ave- 
nue was closed Oct. 23, 1931, and 
the following Nov. 30 the Bond and 
Mortgage Co. was placed in receiv- 
ership. 

Depositors who had $959,103 to 
their credit in the bank have re- 
ceived nothing on their claims so 
far. Wulff said collections had been 
slow, and that $350,000 realized to 
date had been used to reduce in- 
debtedness to other banks from 
which the Fidelity bank had bor- 
rowed on collateral security. About 
61,000 in bank loans remained, he 
said. 

Wulff has on hand bonds of a 
par value of more than $500,000, 
the proceeds of which might be 
used for a dividend to depositors, 
but has been waiting for a more 
favorable market in which to dis- 
pose of them.

Next Trial in Senate. 

Notwithstanding two defeats in 
the House by narrow margin, the 
Bar Association officers are pre- 
paring to renew the fight, this time 
in the Senate. If the bill can be 
passed there it will go to the House 
and another trial will be made to 
get the required 76 House votes. 

Early in~the legislative session 
the plan was to introduce the bill 
in the House only, but two weeks 
ago, forseeing the possibility of its 
defeat, Boyle C. Clark of Columbia, 
president of the association, caused 
its introduction in the Senate, Sen- 
ator Kinney of St. Louis sponsor- 
ing it.

Although only about a month re- 
mains of the session of the Legis- 
lature there is ample time for the 
passage of the bill if the Judiciary 
Committee of the Senate acts 
promptly on it. If a favorable re- 
port is made by the committee 
Tuesday it would be possible un- 
der a special order rule to take 
it up for perfection Wednesday. 
Even without the rule it would be 
reached in regular order before the 
end of the week. It could be passed 
by the Senate a few days later, 
after which it would go to the 
House. 

It is believed here that the bill 
will receive favorable action from 
the Senate committee, though the 
vote there for it will be by no 
means unanimous.

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ON NATURAL GAD 
ATTACKED BY CITY 


Serves Product From Wells 
to Industries but More Ex- 
pensive Mixed Fuel to 
Homes. 


In an intervening statement filed 
today with the State Public Service 
Commission the City Law Depart- 
ment protests against “the refusal 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co. to per- 
mit the genera! public to share in 
the full advantages of natural gas.” 

The statement is in connection 
with a case instituted by the Pub- 
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motion, to determine whether the 
Missouri Industrial Gas Co. is a 
public utility, and subject to regu- 
lation, wi the meaning of the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion law. Since the case was start- 
ed the Laclede company has pur- 
chased the physical assets of the 
Missouri Industrial Co. and is seek- 
ing to have the purchase price, 
$795,113, included in the Laclede 
rate base. 

The Missouri Industrial Gas Co. 
was established by the Utilities 
Power and Light Co., which also 
controls Laclede, to serve straight 
natural gas to industries in St. 
Louis, and Laclede is continuing 
that service, although for general 
household use it supplies mixed gas 
instead of straight natural gas. 

Seeks Lower Rate. 

The city’s statement, signed by 
City Counselor Julius T. Muench 
and Associate City Counselor For- 
rest G. Ferris Jr., asserts: “The 
rates now charged by Laclede are 
based upon a valuation as of 1927, 
which our Supreme Court has held 
to be excessive; and for five years, 
therefore, the presumption is that 
the rates have been excessive. This 
belief is strengthened by the ad- 
mitted fact that prices and values 
have declined appreciably since 
then.” 

Following the Supreme Court de- 
cision referred to in the city’s state- 
ment, the commission has started 
a new valuation of the Laclede Co,

“The city of St. Se | as an in- 
tervenor,” the statement continues, 
“protests against the purchase 
price of $795,113 as grossly exorbi- 
tant, and again takes occasion not 
only to condemn the practice of 
holding companies, well illustrate 
here, of charging unwarranted, fic- 
titious and burdensome charges 
against the consuming public, but 
also to protest the réfusal of the 
Laclede Gas Light Co. to \permit 
the general public to share in the 
full advantages of natural gas.

Against Younger Lawyers

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 24. — 
Members of the House from St. 
Louis and St. Louis County made 
the following explanations today 
of their opposition to the State bar 
bill. 

Oliver E. J. Schick: “The bill 
wasn’t really complete. It was good 
in a lot of ways, but it provided no 
by-laws. The lawyers would have 
formed their own by-laws and 
made them to suit themselves. 
They might have discriminated 
against some of the younger law- 
yers.” 

Schick said he voted against the 
measure on the first poll last Mon- 
day but did not vote at all yester- 
day. “Some one else voted for me,” 
he explained. “I'd been up in the 
radio room and I got back while 
the absentees were being  alled. 
I heard this fellow vote for me. I 
told him later that I didn’t care 
for that and he made me some 
kind of an evasive answer.” . 

Schick declined to say who had 
cast his vote. In the House this 
morning, he told Speaker Meredith 
he had been absent and had _ not 
nage at all. After conferring with 

the clerical force, he told the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent, “It was 
just a typographical error that re 
corded me as voting against it. It 
will be corrected in the record.” 
Says Labor Opposes Bill. 

Con J. O’Brien: “I don’t think 
it would have been a good bill. 
All the labor unions were against 
it. There were about 50 delegates 
up here the other day to oppose it. 
They’d been told it would put the 
labor lawyers out of business. I 
didn’t believe that it would, but I 
still didn’t think it was a good bill.” 

Chilton J. Estes, St. Louis Coun- 
ty: “I didn’t like the bill. I think 
it’s a dangerous proposition to set 
up any self-governing group. Law- 
yers are no more entitled to it 
than pjumbers, bricklayers or any 
one else. And yet a lawyer voting 
against it would have people say, 
‘Ah! There’s an ambulance chaseg.’ 
I am so strongly against chasing 
that I expect to support another 
bill now pending in the House to 
make chasing a misdemeanor.” 

Lawrence John Fontana: “I have 
several friends, young fellows who 
are almost through law school, 
and, as I understand it, they 
, would have to go back to school 
ifor a couple of more years if the 
bill had passed. I think it’s a good 
bill, except for that.” 

Ryan’s Lawyer Friends Don’t 

Want It. 

W. A. Ryan, St. Louis County: 
“All my constituents, that is all 
the lawyers among them, asked me 
to vote against it. None asked me 
to vote for it.” 

Lawrence P. Walsh: “I didn’t 
want to be bound by any bureaus. 
If they’d had the State bar rules 
in the bill, I might have been for 
it.” 

Joseph F. Eilers: “The majority 
of my friends who were lawyers 
were against it, and they asked 
me not to vote for it.” 

David A. Hess: “I put myself in 
the same position as a young law- 
yer. I thought this would work a 
hardship on the younger members 
of the bar.” 

Joseph H. Naes: I voted against 
it because I thought I served my 
constituents best. The bill never 
was presented clearly to me, and 
my attorney friends asked me to 
vote against it. It would be just a 
set-up for a few chosen attorneys. 

F. Blong: I thought it 
was a bad bill. The people of St. 
Louis, particularly the union peo- 
ple that I am affiliated with, were 
strongly opposed to it. I’ve got lots 
of good friends that are laweyrs, 
but so much pressure was brought 
to bear that I had to vote against 
it. 

William Warren Burke: I really 
didn’t think it was a good bill. it 
would hurt the little fellow, that’s 
all. It was class legislation. 

Louis Miller: I didn’t vote be 
cause I wasn’t here, I was out at 
the penitentiary. 

Thomas J. Hennessey: I was ab- 
sent, however, on the first roll call 
last Monday. I voted for it. 

David W. Fitzgibbon: I was out 
at the penitentiary with some 
friends from St. Louis. I voted for 
the bill at the Monday roll call. 

John P. O'Reilly: I do not care‘ 
to make a statement at this time. 

Some moments later he wrote and 
handed the correspondent the fol- 
lowing statement: “I voted against 
the bar bill for practically the same 
reason that I voted against the 
sterilization bill when it came be- 
fore my committee.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23,— The. 
Cabinet selected by Mr. Roosevelt 


contains both liberals and conserva- 
tives (though those terms are al- 
ways subject to qualifications); it 
is politically orthodox on the score 
of geographical distribution; it is 
unique in having a woman mem- 
ber; it numbers among its 10 mem- 
bers three former adherents of the 
Republican party; it takes three 
men from the United States Senate. 

The selections bear out the 
prophecies that the incoming Presi- 
dent, in line with his known policy 
of seeking to weld the diverse ele- 
ments of his support into an effec- 
tive political entity, would bring 
representatives of these groups into 
the circle of his close advisers. The 
Cabinet vividly shows Mr. Roose- 
velt in the role of harmonizer. It 
shows him fully aware of the im- 
portance of the Progressive Repub- 
lican support in his campaign, and 
indicates a strong desire on his 
part to bind that support to him 
for the future. 


Names of “Big Guns” Missiuz. 

What is perhaps most significant 
of all, the Cabinet contains the 
names of none of the galaxy of 
party leaders who were described 
throughout the campaign as prime 
Cabinet “material.” The name of 
Newton D. Baker, who was put for- 
ward by some of the early fore- 
casters as the probable Secretary 
of State, is not there, and neither 
is the name of Owen D. Young, 
Bernard M. Baruch, Alfred E. 
Smith, John W. Davis, James M. 
Cox, Albert C. Ritchie or Melvin 
Traylor. 

Whatever the fact that not a 
single man from this list of party 
big guns will sit in the “official 
family” of the new President may 
betoken in the way of presidential 
policies, it seems to vindicate the 
description of Mr. Roosevelt as a 
man of ‘supreme confidence in his 
own powers. Mr. Roosevelt, in 
other words, appears to be sctting 
out to run his show in his own way. 

Minds of Their Own. 

But this is not to say that he has 
picked a Cabinet of “yes men.” Sen- 
ator Cordell Hull of Tennessee and 
Senator Thomas J. Walsh of Mon- 
tana alone would be sufficient to 
give any Cabinet a large admixture 
of the quality known as character. 
Hull, the author of the first income 
tax law, and Walsh, the hero of the 
oil investigation, are upstanding, 
forthright men—good party men, 
but with minds of their own and 
courage. They are outstanding 
members of the Senate and their 

departure from that body will be 
a severe loss to the Democratic 
side. 

The choice of Hull as Secretary 
of State may be taken as an indi- 
cation that the incoming President 
expects, as a major policy of his 
administration, to work for tariff 
reduction through reciprocal treat- 
ies, as proposed in the Democratic 

orm. © 

Hull probably knows more about 
the tariff, in both its domestic and 
its international aspects, than any- 
body else in Congress. He has 
never wavered in his support of the 
historic Democratic doctrine of 
moderate, as against prohibitive, 
tariffs. When the party leadership 
in 1928, under former Governor 
Smith, virtually went over to the 


Republican position on the tariff, 
Cordell Hull stood pat. 
Hull on the Tariff Barriers. 

Only a short time ago, but before 
his name entered the speculation 
over the new Cabinet, Hull reiterat- 
ed his long-held view that revision 
of the war debts would be of no 
avail unless accompanied with the 
removal of trade obstacles. The 
reduction of the war debts, he 
pointed out, would “not lower one 
inch these skyscraping barriers, 
which, under American leadership, 
have been carried to the wildest 
extremes in every part of the 
world.” 

He* proposed that the United 
States take the lead in an effort to 
procure a 10 per cent horizontal re- 
duction in tariffs throughout the 
world. 

It is perhaps significant, too, that 
the selection of Hull takes into the 
Cabinet a stanch defender of the 
income-tax system and the author 
| of the Federal estate or inheritance 
tax law of 1916. 

Hull was a Judge before entering 
Congress, and throughout his ca- 
reer there, both in the House and 
the Senate, he has been “Judge” 
Hull to his intimates. The title is 
appropriate, for he has the judicial 
mind and temperament to a marked 
degree. He is a quiet-voiced man, 
of grave, scholarly appearance. His 
speeches, usually on fiscal topics, 
bear the marks of careful and ex- 
tensive research. 

The record of the “Good Gray 
Senator from the West,” Tom 
Walsh of Montana, is well known 
What a change has come about! 
When Walsh was starting the fa- 
mous inquiry into the leasing of 
Government oil reserves under the 
Harding administration, it was 
fashionable in many quarters to 
call him the “Mud Gunner from 
Montana.” He was trying to be- 
smirch, it wags said, the reputa- 
tions of estimable gentlemen. 

Walsh held to his course through 


a barrage of criticism. Finally he 


had his reward. He proved that 
the nation had been betrayed by 
certain of the estimable gentlemen 
whom he had made to squirm under 
his inquisition. The Supreme Court, 
putting the stamp of approval on 
his work, said the oil leases were 
tainted with fraud and corruption 
and ordered the reserves restored 
to the people. His efforts saved oil 
deposits valued at half a billion 
dollars and later brought into the 
Treasury several millions in income 
taxes. 
Authority on Constitution. 

This is the Tom Walsh who is 
about to become the head of the 
law enforcement machinery of the 
United States. He cannot be labeled 
with a word. In some ways he is 
intensely conservative; in others, 
liberal. He has been called a 
Catholic “Puritan,” and that de- 
scription fits him as well as any. 
He is straitlaced in his personal 
habits. The eye that he fixes on 
an unwilling witness glitters with 
a cold fire; there is no other such 
baleful eye in public life. On oc- 
casion, he has shown warm human 
sympathies, as when he brought in 
a report denouncing the “Red 
raids” under A. Mitchell Palmer. 

A lawyer of high repute, he is 
regarded as an authority on the 
Constitution, and his words on any 
constitutional question in the Sen- 
ate carry weight. At the moment, 
Walsh is in sharp disagreement 
with the theory of former Attor- 
ney-General Palmer that Congress 
should set up the machinery for 
state conventions to act on the 
proposed prohibition repeal amend- 
ment. Walsh holds that ratifica- 
tion is purely a state function. 

Ickes Hard-Hitting Fighter. 

An interesting and significant se- 
lection is that of Harold L. Ickes 
of Chicago to be Secretary of the 
Interior. Former Governor George 
H. Dern of Utah, according to well- 
posted friends of Roosevelt at the 
Capitol, was slated for post

He was prominent 
in the Bull Moose movement and 
later managed the campaign of 
Senator Hiram Johnson for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination in 
1920. In recent years, as head of 
the People’s Protective League of 
Chicago, Ickes has waged unceas- 
ing war on the corrupt alliance of 
business interests and politics in 
that city. 

In August, 1930, when Samuel In- 
sull was still being worshiped as a 
master mind and public benefactor, 
Ickes told a Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, in a remarkable interview 
on graft and corruption in Chicago, 
that the chief trouble with the city 
was the super government created 
by Insull. Chicago was controlled, 
said Ickes, by a dual government of 
the underworld and the overworld, 
in which Insull and Al Capone had 
the dominating roles. Ickes led the 
fight which kept Insull from obtain- 
ing a perpetual monopoly on mass 
transportation in Chicago. 

The Interior Department will 
take on increased importance in the 
coming months, for in any scheme 
of departmental reorganization, it 
is certain to be vested with func- 
tions now handled by other 
branches. 

New Secretary of Treasury.

portant posts in the Government is 
that of Under-Secretary of the 
Treasury. Under former Secretary 
Mellon, the Treasury was run to a 
large extent by a brilliant succes- 
sion of under-secretaries, first S. 
Parker Gilbert, then Garrard Win- 
ston and finally Ogden Mills, now 
the Secretary. A good proportion 
of the boom-time plaudits heaped 
on Mellon was due to the work of 
these men. 

The name of the new Under-Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may furnish 
a better indication of the trend of 
Roosevelt’s fiscal policies than any 
we now have. 


First Woman in Cabinet. 


The ~selection of Miss Frances 
Perkins of New York to be Secre- 
tary of Labor fulfills a long-stand- 
ing prophecy, She will be the first 
woman to sit in the Cabinet of an 
American President. Up to now, 
the highest place held by a woman 
in the administrative branch of the 
national government has been the 
assistant attorney-generalship of 
Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt in 
the Harding and Coolidge adminis- 
trations. 

Daniel C. Roper, able and active 
politician, commissioner of internal 
revenue under Woodrow Wilson, re- 
ceives the commerce portfolio. He 
and James A. Farley of New York 
will be the practical politicians of 
the Cabinet. It is one of the minor 
curiosities of politics that Dan 
Roper, for many years a dry leader, 
one of the captains in the Madison 
Square Garden battle of William 
G. McAdoo for the presidential 
nomination, rides back into power 
on a wet wave. 

Roper ‘was one of the early sup- 
porters of Roosevelt for the nomi- 
nation in 1932 and was active in his 
behalf at- the Chicago convention. 

In recent years Roper has been 
practicing law in Washington. He 
is accredited to South Carolina. 

Civilian Secretary of War. 

Next to the selection of Roper, 
the choice of former Gov. Dern of 
Utah as Secretary of War caused 
the greatest surprise.

ZONING AND PLANNING IN MISSOURI. 


Three bills te advance the desirable processes of 
zoning and community planning are before the Mis- 
souri Legislature. One proposes a city planning en- 
abling act, such as 32 states now have. The two 
others would provide for-county zoning and a county 
planning act, and would give Missouri a place with 
the 10 states which are leading the way in county 
planning. 

This is the third session of the Legislature to which 
these bills have been presented. In the two preced- 
ing Legislatures, they were passed by the House. In 
one session, no action was taken by the Senate, while 
in the other, the Senate Committee reported them out 
favorably, but they were lost in the legislative jam. 
It was to have been expected, therefore, that the 
progress’ of these bills should be continued in the 
present Legislature, culminating in the end with en- 
actment. What has happened? Just the reverse. 
The House committee has voted against them. Such 
a turn is as surprising as it is unfortunate. 

There is nothing about these bills to give appre- 
hension to any member of the Legislature who is 
making the welfare of the people his first concern. 
They are similar tc standard acts drawn up by the 
Department of Commerce when President Hoover was 
its Secretary. They provide for enabling acts only, 
and would not affect any community which did not 
desire to make use of them. Moreover, in those com- 
munities which did utilize them, they would give 
rise to advisory opinions, which would need approval 
by the representatives of the people. 

Intended to foster orderly development by making 
possible subdivision contro] and the regulation of 
such things as building lines, they contain the means 
for vast savings in the future. With the cities spilil- 
ing out into the unincorporated, as well as incorporat- 
ed, parts of adjacent counties, it is obvious that coun- 
ties must be permitted to regulate their develop- 
ment if matters of health and sanitation, to mention 
only two considerations, are to be dealt with properly. 

These bills have been indorsed by the Missouri 
State Planning Conference, the Missouri Association 
for the Reduction of Expenditures in Government, 
the County Engineers’ Association, the Missouri 
County Judges’ Association, the St. Louis County 
League of Municipalities and the St. Louis city 
and coanty chambers of commerce. There was no 
formal objection at the House hearing. Under the 
circumstances, an adverse report is unexplainable. 

We hope, as do all friends of planned municipal 
development, that the committee will reconsider its 
report and vote tke bills out with the recommenda- 
tion that they be passed. Failure to reopen the mat- 
ter will be a backward step. 
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UNGLUTTING THE LION MARKET. 

Noting that the British Zoological Society has just 
given away six lions, and has others to offer, the 
Manchester Guardian looks forward to the day when 
they will be kept as watchdogs. Lions are now be- 
ing bred in captivity so successfully that a condition 
of over-production—familiar word!—has invaded the 
lion industry. The Guardian notes that, whereas a 
good lion once could command the sum of £150,. they 
are now less valuable than many a pedigreed dog. 

Let not the Guardian be alarmed, however, at what 
might be called the lion glut. Unlike other gluts that 
have deformed our economics, there is a man who 
has the solution of the lion problem. We refer to the 
celebrated citizen of Brentwood, whose study contains 
four fresh pelts of tawny fur and whose trigger fin- 
ger is probably itching again to be put into service. 

It may be the person to whom we refer has found 
the king of beasts to be tame as.the housecat and, 
therefore, unsporting, but he has at least shown the 
way to avert the lion surplus. 
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MISSOURI AND LINCOLN U. 


Under the Missouri Constitution, white children 
and those of the Negro race must be educated in 
| Separate schools, providing equal educational opportu- 
nities. This is true of higher education as well as in 
the lower grades. The counterpart of the University 
of Missouri for the Negro youth of the State is Lin- 
coln University, in Jefferson City. Since James Mil- 
ton Turnér, the St. Louis Negro leader, and several 


humble academy which was its forerunner, Lincoln 
University has sent more than 1300 graduates out to 
teach school, practice law, medicine and dentistry, 
and to make themselves otherwise useful in the 
world. Thousands of other students who did not 
receive degrees are better citizens because of the 
period of training they received. Charles W. Flor- 
ence, president of Lincoln University, expresses the 
hope that the State Legislature, which is now con- 
sidering educational appropriations, will permit his 
institution to continue its work without serious re- 
strictions. The hope is justified and will be shared by 
all Missourians interested in the well-being of the 
entire State. 
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PERMANENT REGISTRATION FOR ST. LOUIS. 

A reform of gréat importance to St. Louis, finan- 
cially and otherwise, is implicit in the permanent 
registration bill, just introduced in the Legislature. 
The bill, sponsored by the League of Women Voters 
and approved by many other organizations and indi- 
viduals, would set up in St. Louis the system of reg- 
istration in effect in Milwaukee for the past 20 years. 
That system has been so economical and so effective 
in the Wisconsin city that it has been adopted by 
many other states and municipalities. It is not 
stretching prophecy too far to surmise that before 
long it will be standard practice in the United States. 

Permanent registration is what its name implies. 
Under it, voters register but once, and they are reg- 
istered for life. A card index system is generally 
used, and on éach card is the voter’s signature, as a 
guarantee against fraud. Purging of names is ac: 
complished in various ways. For example, the offi- 
cer in charge of vital statistics sends to the Election 
Board the nanies of all who die, and their cards are 
immediately destroyed. All of the present safeguards 
against election scandals are contained in permanent 
registration, besides others not now present: 

Under permanent registration, great savings ob- 
viously result. Since, after the first recording of 
names, no general registration ig again necessary, 
much of the great expense of our present method of 
holding generat registrations every four years, arid 
supplemental ones in between, is avoided. If St. 
Louis, by permanent registration, could reduce costs 
to the level of Milwaukee—and there is no reason 
why it cannot do so—the city will save some $160,- 
000 a year. In a time like this, $160,000 is what 
might be termed real money. 

In addition to other desirable features, permanent 
registration is a convenience to voters. As long as 
a voter does not change his place of residence, he need 
not fear that absence from the city on registration 
day, illness and so on, will deprive him of his fran- 
chise. If he does change his residence, he need only 
notify the Election Board. 

Kansas City has attempted, for several sessions of 
the Legislature, to obtain a permanent registration 
system. Once again, in this session, it is seeking 
permission to install it. A bill to that effect has been 
introduced by Senator Joffee, and is now being con- 
sidered.- Efforts having failed to have St. Louis in- 
cluded in the Kansas City bill, a separate bill had to 


They represent a tried and true improve- 
ment over present methods and, in addition, they 
offer a splendid means of economy.

How Great Wealth Corrupted Spain 


Apropos of what happened in U. S., historian shows how vast riches affected Spain 
in sixteenth century; gold and silver from New World poured in, causing orgy of 
extravagance, while trade and farming languished; corruption, crime and idleness 
ensued; some students say nation has never recovered from resultant depression.

NE of the greatest experiences any Nna- 
CO tion hag ever had with plenty of money 
—pieces of eight—was that of Spain in 
the sixteenth century. The country had been 
united and reorganized by Ferdinand and 
Isabella and set upon its feet, ready for a 
great and prosperous era. Columbus had 
discovered America for them—the greatest 
colonial empire since Rome. As a result of 
Ferdinand’s canny marriages of his chil- 
dren, Charles inherited a whole section of 
Europe and was himself elected Holy 
Roman Emperor in 1519, to make him head 
of Germany, Austria and Italy. The Haps- 
burg Empire was the largest European 
state since Charlemagne, and Spain found 
herself suddenly at the head of Christendom, 
rated the most powerful state in Europe. 
Presently arrived gold from Mexico and 
silver from Peru in such quantities that she 
was also esteemed the wealthiest nation of 
all time. The flood of the precious silver 
changed the monetary supply of the world 
and in fact made silver, as today, far less 
valuable than gold. The Spanish were 
elated and intoxicated. The wealth of the 
Indies! It was theirs. Was not money 
wealth? At last there was plenty of it! 
Would they not enjoy the greatest era of 
prosperity any nation had ever had? 
s * * 


The nation started out to spend, and an 
extravagance appeared in high places and 
in low such as has rarely been seen. Defi- 
cits in the public treasury bothered the 
Kings not at all; there would be plenty 
more money. Nobles and merchants lav- 
ished sums they did not have carelessly; the 
mines were rich. They did not need to de- 
velop industry and agriculture, for money 
was wealth and they were taking it out of 
the ground. Prices rose and kept on rising. 
That, they felt, was fine. Everybody was 
getting more and would be able to spend 
more. There would be higher wages and 
larger profits. 

The whole nation tried to clothe itself in 
rich and costly raiment. The nobles suc- 
ceeded best; the merchants aped them. 
Rich and costly food became the rule, and 
the doctors flourished as never before. The 
barbers, then rated as minor practitioners, 
cupped and bled their patients who had 
#aten and drunk too much, after the fashion 
of the day, and bled their purses as well. 
Palaces, mansions and hovels were refur- 
nished with the lavishness that great 
wealth suggested. Theaters multiplied, and 
the arts and literature received an impetus 
which has enriched the race with plays, 
novels and pictures. Everybody wanted his 
picture painted, everybody began writing 

' @ a * 


Governmental extravagance was the rule, 
from the King down to the local govern- 
ments. Philip II built an enormous palace, 
the Escorial, so huge and so elaborately fur- 
nished that he exhausted the treasury to 
complete it. His successor’ outdid him. 
Philip III attended a wedding in 1615 with 
a train of 74 carriages, 190 state coaches, 
174 litters, 2750 saddle mules, 1750 
mules with silver bells and gold-embroidered 
trappings, and 10,000 persons on horse and 


foot. A single masquerade of Olivares cost | 


nearly $5,000,000. The nobles, the merchants 
and even the monks vied with the King and 
courtiers. 

Charles V and Philip II involved Spain in 
a long series of expensive wars. What mat- 
ter? Was not the wealth of the Indies 
theirs? Did not the treasure fleet arrive 
each year? The continual deficit in the 
treasury did not alarm them; the frequent 
necessity of making loans from foreign 
bankers who were paid with the silver did 
not frighten them. 

The Dutch destroyed an army; the En- 
glish sank a fleet; the Kings had merely to 
recruit another and build anew. They 
raised the taxes again and again. The peo- 
ple had plenty of money to pay with and 
could afford it. All the familiar evidences 
of a nation wasting ite life and bleeding to 
death appeared and were all disregarded. 
There was plenty of money, and there 
would be more.

A real Shrove Tuesday (flavor 
will be given to the latter party 
by the French pancakes, or crepes 
suzettes, which will be served in 
New Orleans fashion. 

Here is a good recipe for any 
who wish to add them to their own 
celebrations. 

Two cups flour 

One-fourth teaspoon salt 


Four eggs 

Two cups milk 

Grated orange rind. 
Put flour in a bow! and add salt. 
Break eggs into flour and mix well. 
Add milk slowly, stirring constant- 
ly. Strain the mixture and flavor 
with a few gratings of orange rind. 
Pour a little of the batter into a 
small greased pan (six or seven 
inches in diameter is a good size) 
and spread it out thin. If the bat- 
ter is not thin enough to make a 
very thin cake add a little more 
milk. Brown the cakes on both 
sides, spread with currant jelly and 
roll. Sprinkle powdered sugar over 


the pancakes. 


PANNED OYSTERS 


One quart large oysters. 

Four tablespoons butter. 

One teaspoonful sait. 

Two teaspoonsful finely grated 
onion. 

One teaspoonful chopped parsley. 

One-eighth teaspoonful pepper. 

One cupful top milk. 

One-eighth teaspoonful paprika. 

Drain the oysters in a collander, 
removing all the juice. Place the 
butter in a frying pan until it melts. 
Add the finely grated onion, oysters, 
salt, pepper and paprika. Cook for 
five minutes or until the oysters 
curl on the edges. Add the cream 
and parsley and serve immediately 
on buttered toast. 


CUCUMBER SALAD 


Two large firm cucumbers. 

One cupful of nearly sour cream. 

One teaspoonful each of paprika, 
caraway seed and sugar. 

One-fourth cupful of white vine- 


gar. 

One hour before serving, peel and 
slice the cucumbers into very fine 
pieces and sprinkle with salt. Dry 
caraway seed on a sheet of paper 
in a hot place and pound it to form 
fine powder. When serving, wring 
the cucumber well out of tne juice 
which has formed, mix with vine- 
gar, pour away all the vinegar and 
arrange on a salad platter. Add 
sugar. Pour cream over the cu- 
cumbers and sprinkle half of the 
salad with paprika, the other half 
with the caraway seed. Garnish 


with parsley. 


NOODLE NESTS 


Eight ounces egg noodles. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One-quarter pound fresh roush- 
rooms. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One and one-half cups milk. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-quarter teaspoon pepper.

During this period of liquidation, 
the two new banks would provide 
the city with banking facilities 
while the old banks would carry 
on no business other than cashing 
assets.

He is the largest depositor 
in each bank. He let it be known 
that he wotld not withdraw those 
deposits which, it was stated, he 
considered a substantial contribu- 
tion to the new financial set-up.
